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A check of CIC files revealed the following lofonBation: 

a. Subject was bom 7 January 1B94 in Code, tCreis Bauske, Latvia. 

He attended graanar and high school, front 1900-13. In .1914 he entered the 
Russian Acadaeoy, RUSSXSCH^al JL'NAl:;iv SCHU^, at Oraoienborg (near Petrograd), 
yherm ho resBainad until 19X6, In 1919 Subject entered the Latvian Amy as 

a Lieutenant, and in 1921 ito vras pixaaoted to CapUdn. t'rom 1921-2S Sub- 
ject was Company Cozuoander In the II irJIHDAUoCUo ?.egixaent stationed at Liebou, 
Latvia. From 192d»30 he studied ;eneral tactics at the Csech War Acadesgr. 
From 1930-34 he was Goramanding Officer of the H Ordnance Section of the 
Latvian General Staff • I'rcaa 1934-39 Subject v^*a» an instructor in general 
and Infantry tactios at the Latvian War Acadeny. Wron 1939040 he waa 
Chief of Staff of the 1st Xt'iLU'JN jLH :>i vision. Subject gave tk> background 
information during tho first Soviet occupation of Latvia. Ihuring ihe Ger- 
man occupation. Subject stated that be held a minor civil post in Kiga 
until 1943# vhen he became a member of the Latvian Legion serving as T>egi- 
raental Coiffi>iander of the 33rd Grenadier te^lment, 15th division. In 1945, 
Stibject^s iregiiaent, while located in Heu Brandenburg, was issued basookas 
and Instructed to proceed to the defonae of Berlin. Instead .‘Subject tcok 
his unit to Weet Prussia where he surrendered to Azaerlcan units, ojubject 
was cmfined in a ? Ai .cage until 13 Inarch 1946. (?-3) 

b. In February 194S Subject was interviewed in lannatadt concar- 
ning the Uaugavas Vanagi. (B-2) According to Subject, the Daugavas Vanagl 
waa first orj^anized in 1946 in Belgium, in early 1947 it transferred its 
Headquarters to Luebeck in the British Zone and functioned under the leader- 
ship of Subject. The original purpose of the -Jaugavas Vanagl was to care 
fwr the Latvian invalids, vddows, and orphans of fomer latvian soldiers. 

This was made possible by sponsoring various educational f arums, concerts, 
and voluntary contributions designated to aid those incapable of self- 
BUpport. The organisation was instrumental in combatting Conmuuist prepa^ 
gahda that was brought to Baltic Di* camps either by Soviet Repatriation 
Ifisslon officers or their satellites. Subject stated that the Soviet 
propaganda was studied for its weaknesses and these in turn were brought 

to tho attention of the people through lectures conducted by the Daugavas 
Vanagl. iilso instrumental in aiding the organization in combatting propai- 
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ganda i«a8 the receipt or coded mail froan sources in Latvia as well as in* 
roroation received from returning Gcrtaan POWs or ne>dy arriving Lat visas. 
According to Subject, the IVaugavas Vanagl in 194d was proceeding with a plan 
to organise a Latvian Army division that could be used by the Araericons or 
British in the event of a Soviet attack. The set assembly point thus far 
selected was the right bank of the iihine lUver in the British Zone at the 
Latvian DP camp BUGKBOLO. At the time Subject stated that no firearms 
were availablsi however, it was hoped that the Daugavas '/anagi wou d be 
able to receive aasas from either the British or American forces In time 
of need* (F-3) 

c. In April 194B a session of the Latvian Central Council was held 
in the Central Displaced rersons Camp in Wurzburg. The msmbers present 
decided that the Latvians needed an orgaaisation that would be represetw 
tative of all the Latvian people and ^uld include representatives of all 
the Latvian organisations in exile* This new council would be the highest 
Latvian organisation in exile. The organizaticm was aaoed the Latvieeii 
Naoionals Padcae (Latvian I«iatlonal Council) (Hi?)* The first regular meet- 
ing of the liiP to^ place te J\ily 194B at the Cp Secondary school building 
In the Latvian DP Camp in iissXingen* It was the first ti^e since 1940 
that practically all the high-ranking Latvian officers and politicians 
in exile had aenembled* At this > eeting dxxbject was elected a member of 
the Permanent Presiding Ccmilttee (the Praesldium) * Ox the nine members 
of the Praesidlua, the majority belonged to the Col. V* JA^TUiiS Oroop, 
Daugavas Vanagi* (B-2) Information dated July 1950 states that the Chair- 
man of the Latvian Relief Association, Daugavas Vana;^, and the vice-presi- 
dent of the Latvian National Council, Subject, proposed that the Latvian 
organisations in Kngland, Sweden, Prance, Belgium, United States, Canada, 
and Argentina should write a menorandum to be sent to their representatives 
in the International Refugee Organisation in an endeavor to ohwge the 
attitude of the IKO in regard to former members of the Latvian Legion and 
the Latvian Home Ouard. (B-2) 
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
